This is taken to mean that 
the members of council who are 
friendly to the ordinance will make 
another attempt to have it adopted 
this afternoon. 

What It Is Aimed At. 

[It is said by those “who favor the 
passage of the ordinance that it is not 
aimed at any existing cirmustances. 
but is intended as a bulwark for fu- 
ture contingencies. 

The effort that is being made, it is 
said. in some directions to make jt 
appear that the city hall is “honey- 
combed” with city employees who are 
kin to’city officials, is utterly futile. 
of the hundreds of people em- 
ployed by the city only a small twenty 


would come under the provisions of 
the mayor's ordinance. 

The ordinance merely provides that 
no person shall be employed by the 
city unless approved Dy two-thirds of

How the Law Reads. 


Here is the way the ordinance 


rehds: 
“Section 1. That no person shall be 


heads of the departments; boards, com- 
missions, or departmental organiza- 
tions of the city to any salaried posi- 
tion in or under said departments, 
hoards. etc., except upon approval of 
the mayor and by a two-thirds vote 
of the general council, with full know]- 
edge of the facts, who is related with- 
in the thirg degree either by consan- 
guinity or affinity to the head of 
saiq departments, boards, etc., under 
which said appointee or employee is 
to serve. or who is related in like de- 
gree either to the mayor or any mem- 
ber of the general council in office 
at the time of such election or ap- 
pointment.” ° 
Employed by the Mayor. 


To show that the mayor’s ordinance 
is not aimeg at all employees who 
are kin to city officials, it is pointed 
out that the mayor himself employs a 
stenographer who is the son of a 
member of the water board. 

The members of council who voted 
against the ordinance took the poal- 
tion, and say they stil) stand that 
way, that nepotism is wrong because 
it is a practice to land relatives in 
jobs whether they are fit or not fit to 
fill them. They say that if the mayor 
or anybody else can point out a single 
instance in which a city emplovee, who 
is related to a councilman or the head 
of a department, is incompetent or in- 
efficient, they stand ready to support 
the ordinance. They say that such a 
law is useless and if adopted would 
place Atlanta before the world in the 
light of having a lot of grafters in

Mexico City, March 8.—Presi- 
dent Taft today sent to President 
Diaz a telegram in which he gays 
the military maneuvérs along 
the frontier in Texas should 
cause no concern to Mexico. 
The message was translated to 
the department of foreign rela- 
tions by Fred Morris Dearing, 
the chrage d'affaires of the 
American embassy. 

Following is the text of Presi- 
dent Taft’s message: 

“lt am in receipt of instructions 


from my government directing 


me to inform his excellency, 
President Diaz, that the president 
of the United States wishes to 
express the hope that no misap- 
prehensions.will result from un- 
founded and sensational news- 
paper conjectures as to the mili- 
tary maneuvers about to take 
place in Texas and elsewhere, 
and to give to President Diaz as- 
surance that the maneuvers have 
no significance which should 
cause @oncern to the friendly 
neighbors of the. United States 
to the south.”

JEALOUSY CAUSED 
DEATH OF FLOYD 


Whiteville, N. C., March 8.—Evidence 
introduced by the state in the trial of 
Mrs. Rosa Hayes, charged with the 
murder of Robert Floyd, the young 
medical student, today tended to 
strengthen the theory of the prosedcu- 
tion that the defenddnt was on terms 
of undue intimacy with her victim, 
and further develop the tdea that Mrs. 
Hayes killed Floyd because she was 
jealous of him and feared that he was 
drifting away from her. 

A former clerk for Hayes, who 
boarded with the family when the hus- 
band of the defendant kept store at 
Loris, 8S. C., testified that Hayes open- 
ly charged his wife with intimacy with 
Floyd and that the charge was not 
resented by the 16-year-old bride. 

Mrs. Mary L. Holt, an intimate 
frieng of the defendant, swore that 
Mrs. Hayes told her that unless Hayes 
stopped quarreling with her about the 
attentions of Floyd that she would 
leave home, change her name, become 
a trained nurse and then Flovd would 
come to her. 

Other witnesses testified that for a 
week prior to the tragedy Mrs. Haves 
engaged in target practice with the 
Colt automatic revolver with which 
she committed the crime, and the let- 
ter written by the husband to Floyd 
inviting him to come to Mount Tabor 
and treat the mole Mrs. Haves’ 
face was exhibited.

FLETCHER NEXT PRESIDENT 
OF SOUTHERN CONGRESS 


Duncan U. Fletcher, United 
States senator from Florida, will 
be the next president of the 
Southern Commercial Congress, 
‘succeeding John M. Parker, of 
New Orleans, who has held that 
position since the congress was 
organized three years ago. 

While no announcement has 
been made by the nominations 
committee, which held a meet- 
ing yesterday afternoon, it is 
understood that Mr. Fletcher has 
practically been agreed upon for 
the place if he will accept. 

The election is of particular 
interest to Georgia, since Sena- 
tor Fletcher is a native Geor- 
gian, having been born near 
Monroe in Forsyth county. He 
was educated at Gordon Insti- 
tute, Barnesville, and at Van- 
derbilt University, Nashville, 
later settling in Florida. 

Since his election to the United 


States senate, Mr. Fletcher has 
steadily enlarged in the national 
view, and has become one of the 
notably strong men of thit body. 
He was brought prominently into 
national notice through his work 
as a member of the Ballinger 
investigating committee, and 
signed the minority report which 
was adverse to the ex-secretary 
of the interior.

Baldwin Turnbull. 


Verdict Declares the Girl’s 
Mother Was Never Married 
to “Lucky” Baldwin, and 
That:the Girl Is Not Turf- 
man’s Legitimate Daughter. 


Los Angeles, Cal, March 8.—The 
jury in the case of Beatrice Anita 
Baldwin Turnbull, the 17-year-old Bos- 
ton girl seeking a one-sixth share of 
the $11,000,000 estate of “Lucky” Bald- 
winfi today, under instructions from the 
court, reached a verdict adverse to 


the claimant. 
Judge Rives delivered the following 


charge to the jury: 

“After a careful consideratian of 
the matter and an exhaustive exami- 
nation, both as to the facts and as to 
the law, I have concluded that under 
the testimony in this case there has 
been failure to esStablis a marriage 
and therefore it becomes my duty as 
judge of this court to so instruct you, 
and direct you to find a verdict ac- 
cordingly.”

however, that the Diaz government 
was not in the least taken by surprise 
in the matter. The cordiality of the 
relations between the Taft and the 
Diaz administrations, expressed when 
the two presidents met on the inter- 
national bridge last year, has not been 
diminished by any happenings since, 
so far as is known here, and it is 
taken for granted that the unprece- 
dented mobilization of troops within 
a few steps of the Mexican soll never 
would have been effecteq without 
suitable interchange between the two 
governments to preclude the _  pos- 
sibility of misunderstanding. 

Those who hold this view think it 
sufficient to ask what would happen 
if one great power in Europe should 
suddenly mass a quarter of its entire 
military force within striking distance 
of the imaginary line separating it 
from another, unless a perfect under- 
standing existed in advance as to the 
purpose of the movement. “There 
would be war overnight,’ these people 
say. And, assuming the validity of 
their argument, they build upon it the 
belief that the presence of this great 
naval ang military forc@, almost under 
the shadow of the Mexican flag, is not 
only distasteful, but is actually wel- 
comed by the Diaz government. 

Moving in Perfect Order. 

Olid Washingtonians compared today 

the conditions prevailing at the war 


and navy departments with the turmoil 
and excitement which characterized 
the early days of the Spanish-Ameri- 
can war. Thirty-six hours after the 
determination was reached to mobilize 
a whole army division in Texas the 
officials were sitting tranquilly abt 
their desks watching with quiet in- 
terest the workings of the magnificent 
machinery that had been so carefully 
built up to respong to just such an 
emergency as the present. 

Nowhere was the superiority of the 
new state of affairs over those that 
existed in the war department before 
the days of thé Spanish war’ made 
more manifest than in the quartermas- 
ter’s department. General Aleshire, 
with his deputies, was engaged in a 
herculean task—he was moving a body 
of soldiers across the country more 
numerous than the entire force which 
was gathered at Tampa,, Fla., to form 
the American army of occupation in 
1898, yet there actually was no evi- 
dence to the casual observer that there 
was in progress anything more than 
mere routing business of the quarter- 
master’s department. The troops’ 
movements were proceeding with abso- 
lute accuracy, and up to the close of 
business today not one telegram had 
been received by the quartermaster 
general to complain that anything was 
missing essential to the comfort of 
the troops or the animals on the road.

ew after the meeting had gotten un- 
r way they continued to come in 
a steady stream. 

Many Prominent Visitors. 

But it was not the size of the gath- 
ering that distinguished it from all the 
others Atlanta and the South haé here- 
tofore seen. It was the personnel of 
the delegations which made them 
worthy of especial] mention. Practi- 
cally every one of those coming from 
out of the state were appointees of 
the governor of thelr respective 
states, and the chief executives, in 
making up their lists of appointees, 
selected the most prominent and pro- 
gressive of their citizens, without ex- 
ception. 

Hence the gathering at the Auditor- 
ium-Armory Ssumbered among its 
members the pick of the South's com- 
mercial army. From West Virginia 
to western Texas and far-off Okla- 
homa; from Maryland and Arkansas, 
from Missour! and Florida they came 
—not singly, but in bunches—all ani- 
mated with the spirit which is making 
the Southern Commercial Congress & 
success, which is destined to put 
Dixie at the forefrent of the sections 
of the Union. . 

The Day's Session. 

The first day’s session of the con- 
gress was marked by intérest and en- 
thusiasm on all sides. 
who addressed the gathering, promi- 
nent men all of them, spoke with an 
earnestness and enthusiasm which 
could not fail to leave its impression 
upon all who heard. These men talked 
in the main of things practical, indulg- 
ing less in oratorical flights than in 
plain business-like talks as to what 
the congress can and ought to accom- 
plish. 

The morning session was given over 
largely to addresses of welcome and a 
general discussion of what the con- 
gress is doing. In the afternoon men 
of national repute talked of matters 
pertinent to the occasion, dealing with 
various phases of the general subject, 
“A Great Nation Through a Greater 
South.” In the evening, a representa- 
tive of each of the sixteen southern 
states and from the District of Colum- 
bia, made short but intensely interest- 
ing talks as to what the congress 
means to his particular section. 

At the close of the afternoon session 
the state delegations were requested 
to select representatives for their states 
to serve upon a number of committees, 
whose duty it will be to further the 
work of the congress along special 
lines. 

Morning Session. 

President Parker opened the first 
meeting of the session shortly after 
10 o'clock. Bishop C. K. Nelson offer- 
ed an invocation immediately after 
and was followed by President Park- 
er, who made the opening statement 
and address. 

Without prelude the president 
launched into the subject in hand and 
for thirty minutes held the several 
hundred persons present spellbound as 
he talked of the south as she ought to 
be and as she may become if all her in- 
terests will work togéther. 

He showed what the Southern Com- 
mercial Congress stands for, what its 
object is, the broad field of its en- 
deavor and what it may be expected to 
accomplish if given the proper sup- 
port on the part of all true southern- 
ers. 

Later he deplored what he termed 
the decline of the nation into idle- 
ness, luxury, extravagance and wild 
excesses. This tendency, he said, he 
considers the most dangerous of our 
present day civilization. During revo- 
Iutionary times, he said, the country 
had thousands of patriots and no mil- 
ljionaires; now we have hundreds of 
millionaires and comparatively few 
patriots. 

Doliar Blindness Threatened. 

Continuing, President Parker said: 

“DonNar blindness threatens to be- 
come a national curse, withering many 
desirable traits of character and warp- 
ing others. 

“Gold is rapidly becoming the god 
the nation and, ‘by many, wealth 
held above character.”’ 

President Parker said the time was 
ripe when the great thinkers of the 
United States should work out some 
equitable basis of taxation by which 
vast fortunes “may not be transmit- 
ted to some future generation when 
the foo] or the knave may use it to 
the misery of humanity,’ and a large 
part, at least, should be used for pub- 
lic purposes for the benefit of the peo- 
ple from whom it Was taken. 

The natural laws of supply and de- 
mand, he continued, should govern our

Agriculture South’s Problem. 

James Wilson, secretary of agricul- 
ture, was the first speaker to address 
the congress during the afternoon ses- 
sion. His talk was one of particular 
interest as he showed fully and con- 
clusively just how great the south may 
expect to become does she only take 
advantage of her matchless opportuni- 
ties. Her most pressing problem this 
time, sold Mr. Wilson, is her agricul- 
ture. 

“The south, in order 
money at home, must 
food supplies. Let us look forward 
to the time when the south will feed 
not only half itself, but will help to 
feed the teeming population of our 
eastern cities; when the one crop sys- 
tem will be supplanted by diversified 
farming, including stock raising and 
dairying, when the fertility of the soil 
will be largely kept up by live stock 
without the buying of large quantities 
of expensive fertilizers: when the na- 
tive scrub will be replaced by the 
pure-bred animal; when food will go 
to make beef and milk instead of to 
fatten ticks, and when better methods 
and conditions will have built up a 
prosperous agriculture.” 

The greatest agricultural need of 
the south, he asserted, is more and 
better live stock. 

“We have heard much about the in- 
creased cost of living and conserving 
our food guply,” said Secretary Wil- 
son. Corn is the basis for cheaper 
food stuffs and, of course, cheaper 
meats. If there

essary to have a good corn crop to 
carry on the dairy business success- 
fully. The south, instead of import- 
ing dairy and poultry products, should 
be shipping large amounts to other 
countries, and I predict that the time 
will come when such shall be a facet.

Preluding his remarks with the state- 
ment that upon credit depended all 
modern business, and that the imper- 
fect banking and currency system un- 
der which we are at present working 
was an obstacle in the path of proper 
development, he dwelt on certain un- 
pleasant features of the panic of 1907 
as showing the intimate relation be- 
tween finance and all business. _He said 
that the greatest opportunity now of- 
fered to the business men of the south 
and of the whole country lay in follow: 
ing up and supporting the tentative 
plan for monetary. legislation recently 
submitted by Senator Aldrich to the 
national monetary commission. 

He dwelt more particularly upon two 
features of the plan which would have 
a tendency to check panics in the fu- 
ture and to guarantee to business and 
industry reasonably adequate credit ex- 
tension at normal rates. These fea- 
tures are: Conferring authority on na- 
tional banks to accept time drafts and 
also to indorse and discount paper with 
the Central Reserve Association, and 
the establishment of banks to do for- 
eign business.

To the most thoughtful southerners attending the Southern 
Commercial Congress, The Constitution presents a suggestion flow- 
ing from a recent phenomenal experience Atlanta has had with the 
problem in the concrete. 

The $600,009 enlargement campaign for the Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Association has just reached a successful conclusion. 

The reconstruction that success brings to the men’s depart- 
ment, the boys’ department, the women’s department, is important 
and far-reaching. 

But the most significant disclosure of an analysis of the cam- 
paign is the light it throws upon the capacity of the negro to re- 
spond to influences assuming his good citizenship rather than his 
instincts toward criminality.

Mr. Baker, while not at present per- 
sonally interested in the shipping 
trade, is intensely interested in the de- 
velopment of American shipping as a 
means to promote the growth of trade 
and industry with foreign nations and 
particularly the Centrdl and South 
American countries. 

To this end he is urging southern 
editors and public men to begin think- 
ing about the problem and to them- 
selves suggest a remedy for the pres- 
ent inadequate condition of the Amer- 
ican merchant marine.

George W. Perkins, of New York, 
former financial partner of.J. Pierpont 
Morgan, who left that notable banking 
house to pursue certain schemes he 
had worked out to imprové general in- 
dustrial conditions, was one of the 
notable visitors in Atlanta yesterday. 

He had just returned from -Rome, 
Ga., and the Berry Industrial school 
having gone up on a special train 
Tuesday afternoon to visit that insti- 
tution. As the regular train sched- 
ules were not. convenient, Mr. Perkins 
ordered a special, and had his private 
car attached for the trip. 

“It is’ a wonderful institution, and 
they are doing splendid work,” he said 
enthusiastically. “I had heard much 
of the Berry school, and have contrib- 
uted to it for several years past, but I 
am now resolved to do more in the fu- 
ture.” 

He spoke with the zeal of a promo- 
ter who is endeavoring to create a 
market for securities, rather than like 
aman who is preparing to give away 
money.

Believed Wickersham Has 
-Taken Merciful View. 


Taft Will Study Wickersham’s 
Recommendations While in 
the South and Announce His 
Decision Before He Returns 
to Washington. 


Washington, March §8.—President 
Taft leaves for the south tomorrow. He 
will take with him for final considera- 
tion the appeal for parfion which has 
been made by John R. Walsh and 
Charles W. Morse. The president will 
study the cases in the quiet of his 
short vacation, and before he returns 
to Washington both men probably will 
know whether they are to be free or to 
stay in federal penitentiaries. 

Waish, now in the Leavenworth’ 
prison, will .be eligible for release on 
parole under the new law next Septem- 
ber. He then will have served one- 
third of his five-year sentence. His 
attorneys, however, have presented in 
the plea for pardon that if the aged 
banker is not released before that time 
he may never live to enjoy his liberty. 
It is understood that official investiga- 
tion seems to substantiate that claim. 

Strong Plea for Morse. 


‘' Morse, in the Atlanta prison, has 
served a little more than one year of.

Miss Duke was calied to Lindale a 
short while ago professionally, and 
during her stay became so interested 
in what could be done toward estab- 
lishing a welfare work among the 
women and giris of the mills, she re- 
mained, and co-operating with the 
president of the mills, she has organ- 
ized helpful clubs among women and 
giris. 

In the’ mothers’ circles, literature is 
circulated dealing with subjects rela- 
tive to cleanliness, hygiene, good cook- 
ing and the treatment of the sick. 
Gardens have been planted around the 
homes, and flowers cultivated, and 
once a month the women go to the 
cemetery and clean and beautify the 
surroundings there. 

The special study among the women 
at present is that of ‘dairy products,” 
and they are enthusiastic in their in- 
terest. 

The Girls’ Improvement ‘Club, like- 
wise organized by Miss Duke and di- 
rected by her, has as the principal work, 
improvement in home surroundings 
both without and within. The girls 
prepare papers on the subject and 
read them at the meetings: Handi- 
work is taught, the designing of use- 
ful and pretty things for the home 
being done in the classes since Jan- 
vary.

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DECREASED DIVIDEND 
AFFECTED THE STOCKS 


Action of New York Central 
Caused That Stock to . 
Decline. 


New York, March 8.—Uncertainty as 
to the situation in Mexico, declara- 
tion of a dividend on New York Cen- 
tral at a rate lower than that of the 
previous four quarters, and the un- 
favorable showing of the Copper Pro- 
ducers’ monthly report all served to 
unsettle the stock market today, and 
prices declined. 

Phe only relief from the monotony 
of an unusually dull day was offered 
by a period of activity following the 
announcement that the New York Cen- 
tral dividend for the quarter would 
be at the rate of 5 per cent instead of 
the previous 6 per cent. 

Th market which had been heavy 
from the opening, sold off on the 
news, although some railroad stocks 
lost more on the decline than did 
New York Central itself. Lehigh Val- 
ley dropped 2 points, and most of 
the other active railway issues a point 
Or more. Then came a rally followed 
by further weakness, and at the end 
of the day the list was not far from 
the lew point. 

The effect.of the day’s unfavorable 
news was offset by the fact-that it 
had been anticipated largely in the 
decline in stocks mostly affected. The 
large increase in the supply of copper 
had been forecasted, and the total con- 
sumption, which was reported as vir- 
tually the same ag last month, was 
better than had been expected. Al- 
though the reduction of New York 
Central's dividend was something of 
a surprise, in view of the financing 
which is contemplated by the com- 
pany, it has been known for some 
time that’ the decreased earnings of 
the road had caused the directors to 
give serious consideration to the 
amount to be paid. 

Overnight advices from Washington 
and elsewhere shed little light on con- 
ditions in Mexico. Bankers having 
Interests in Mexico were in conference 
today with representatives of that re- 
public, and with one accord they de- 
clared that the most amicable rela- 
tions exist between Washington and 
the City of Mexico. Shares of the 
National Railways of Mexico were 
weak, 

The fertilizer shares were almost 
the largest losers of any, and the de- 
cline in these issues was explained ‘as 
being due to the dissolution of a pool, 
Which has been active in that group 
for some time. Bear traders attacked 
the Gould stocks when it Was report- 
ed that another offer of the presi- 
dency of Missouri Pacific had been de- 
clined, and succeeded in forcing sub- 
stantial recessions in Missouri Pacific 
and in Wabash preferred. 

Reports for 1910 of fwo 
dustrial corporations, the 
Sugar Refining Company 
American Tobacco Company, resent- 
ed striking contrasts. The profits from 
operations of the sugar company were 
reduced by more than half. An in- 
dication of the’ tobacco company’s 
prosperity may be found in the’.state- 
ment that the profit and loss surplus 
at the end of the year was $61,119,111, 
as compared with $42,499,000 at the 
end of the previous year.
